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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 31 is cancelled per Amendment C on July 28, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 14-20, 22-30, and 32-34 (renumbered 1-19) are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the prior art references of record suggest a similar tread cutting method 
and tread cutting apparatus as compared to the claimed invention, the prior art 
references of record failed to disclose, suggest, or teach a single method or apparatus 
incorporating each of the claimed steps/components and one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention would not have found it obvious to modify the prior art 
references of record to arrive at the claimed method or apparatus. In this instance, the 
closest prior art of reference is Taylor, which is directed to a retreading method 
comprising measuring a circumference of a tire casing, electronically communicating the 
circumference of the tire to a tread dispenser (mold or roll/cutter assembly), dispensing 
a length of tread based on the tire circumference, and cutting the tire tread. Regarding 
claims 14-20 and 34, Taylor fails to include an adjusting step relative to the cutter that 
provides the first and second end of the length of tread with matching tread patterns. 
While manual and automated adjustment of tread lengths are known in the tire industry, 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not have found it 
obvious to include such a step in the specific method of Taylor. It is emphasized that 
the method of Taylor includes a lineal measurement device that identifies the desired 
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length of the tread strip so that a scored splice exists at the two ends of the tread strip- 
the method of Taylor makes no reference to needing an adjustment step to form a 
splice in which the respective ends of the tread strip have a matching tread pattern. 

As to claims 22-30, 32, and 33, the tread cutting apparatus of Taylor includes a 
measurement device, a tread dispenser in the form of a mold or roll, an elongated track 
in the form of a conveyor, and a tread cutter, wherein the measurement device and 
tread dispenser electronically communicate to one another in order to provide a precise 
length for the tread strip. The reference, however, does not define the tread dispenser 
as having an adjustable tread drive and/or a first clamp, as is required by the claimed 
invention. While both components of the claimed tread dispenser are known in the prior 
art, particularly the use of clamps when applying tread strips to a tire casing, one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not have found it obvious to 
incorporate either component in the existing apparatus of Taylor. In particular, the 
apparatus of Taylor contains a specific arrangement in which the tread strip is 
adequately conveyed from the tread dispenser (mold or roll) to the tire casing- the use 
of an adjustable tread drive (e.g. drive rollers) and/or a clamp is not needed in the 
conveying assembly of Taylor and furthermore, the use of either of the components 
would raise compatibility issues with the existing conveying assembly of Taylor.
